The full national committee is ex | 
meet July 6—the day before the 3 2 
the convention —for the hearing of such con- 
tests as materialize, The McCarren-Tam- 
many fight will be a bitter one, surpassing 
that against Mr. Sullivan, which aia all the 
theatricals in the early days of the St. Louis 
convention four years ago.

out of the democratic state convention. There 
was some ground or alleged reason for the 
action, and this will be the issue at Denver, 
but the real reason was found in the fear 
which Tammany has of being swamped with- 


in a few years by the boroughs outside of | 


Manhattan. 

They are growing and Tammany cannot. 
because Manhattan has about reached the 
limits of its population. Brooklyn has re- 
fused to allow the Manhattan organization 
to cross the bridge and Murphy easily could 
imagine a combination against his machine 
which would put it out of control. 

McCarren and Murphy are so antagonis- 
tic personally that there was no hope of a 
treaty between the two, and while it was not 
necessary to bring Brooklyn and Manhattan 
into an alliance, it Was necessary to prevent 
Brooklyn from joining with another com- 


bination. 
McCarren Fights Back. 

Therefore Murphy chucked McCarren out 
and started a reorganization of the Brooklyn 
democracy. Which should be as anti-Tam- 
many as it pleased for public consumption, 
but which never would do anything greatly 
dangerous to Tammany. 

Part of the program has to be carried out 
in Denver, where McCarren is determined 
to undo some of the work which Tammany 
did. He is a resourceful man and a hard 
fighter. The democratic committeemen, who 
enjoy a good contest thoroughly, are entirely 
willing to listen to at least one.

dreds of Kenosha Lives. 


IMMIGRANTS NOW SOUGHT. 


Gang Plans Destruction of Works, 
Scene of Recent Strike. 


— — — 


A plot to blow up the plant of the Badger 
Brass Manufacturing company in Kenosha, 
Wis., at an hour when hundreds of people 
would be at work in the place has been 
bared. 

Infernal machines of large destructive 
power were to have been used. Complete 
evidence of the conspiracy now is in the 
hands of District Attorney Baker of Ke- 
nogha county, and while it ie claimed the 
men connected with the plot have fed from 
the city, it is thought the discovery of the 
plot will aid in breaking up the gang which, 
it is alleged, has been at work in several 
Wisconsin cities. Full details of the gang’s 
plans have been made public. 


Discovered by Chicago Sleuths. 

The facts in the case were discovered by 
Chicago detectives who worked in Kenosha 
in connection with the recent labor troubles 
at the plant, end from the drawings and 
plans secured it is evident the plotters in- 
tended to stop at nothing. 

Nearly all of the details of the plot were 
secured from the trunk ef one of the men 
connected with it. 

It is not thought the union men who bad 
caused the labor troubles at the plant had 
anything to do with the plot, ag it seems 
certain the plot was known only to a small 
coterie of immigrants who have been promi- 
nent in the anarchistic set in Chicago, ac- 
cording to the police, 

The detectives discovered the plot just as 
it was about to reach resulta, and at the time 
of the discovery agents of the local anar- 
chists were in Chicago purchasing the mate- 
rial for the manufacture of infernal ma- 
chines. . 

Letters Written in Blood. 

In the same trunk were found a number of 
partly completed letters, written in blood, 
warning managers and officials of the com- 
pany and other prominent Kenosha people 
that their lives would be forfeited if they 
sought to find and punish the members of the 
gang. 

W. L. Yule of the Badger Brass company, 
who was closely connected with the labor dif- 
ficulties, asserted yesterday the company had 
no Gesire to keep the facts in the case a secret 
any longer. He said the facts were in the 
hands of the district attorney and that the 
company would aid the state in every way 
possible notwithstanding the fact that the 
labor troubles at the plant long since have 


been settled. 


BABY KILLED BY MEDICINE. 


Little Child Drinks Potién Prepared 
for Its Sick Father and Its Death 
Follows Soon Afterwards.

“ After full conference the committee de- 
cided that the matter was of such impor- 
tance and required such consultation with 
Various persons suggested as available for 
the place that an adjournment was taken 
until July 1, when the committee will re- 
convene in Washington. The committee 
delegated the Hon. Myron T. Herrick to 
make public this statement. The proceed- 
ings of the conference, with this exception, 
were executive.” 

Herrick Most Likely Prospect. 

Myron T. Herrick is most likely to be 
named as chairman, from present indica- 
tions. He has said that he did not want the 
position, but men have been known to change 
their minds, and Mr. Herrick as he left the 
meeting of the subcommittee this afternoon 
would not say positively tha: he would ac- 
ee pt. 

There also is a strong chance that a dark 
horse may be named for chairman. 

If Mr. Herrick should not become chair- 
man it is known that the committee would 
Uke to have him as treasurer. Charles G. 
Dawes of Chicago would be equally accept- 
able for that office and has the support of 
the present treasurer, Cornelius N. Bliss of 
New York. 


. Did Taft Tell Him to Quit? 
‘When Mr. Hitchcock withdrew from the 
eontest early this afternoon, in response, it is 
@uspected, to telegraphic communication 
from Mr. Taft, the atmosphere cleared per- 
ceptibly. It withdrew the only inharmonious 
element of the committee. The sentiment 
then was to the effect that it would not be 
good judgment to appoint A. L. Vorys chair- 
man of the national body, for the reason that 
ft would appear that Mr. Vorys had worsted 
Mr. Hitchcock, it having been recalled that 
Mr. Vorye, whose rivairy with Mr. Hitchcock 
is well understood, had said that he would 
not serve in any executive capacity on the 
committee if Mr. Hitchcock were placed over 


his head. 

Mr. Vorys never really has been a candi- 
date for the chairmanship, it may be said 
here, being desirous of looking out for his 
law business, and it is practically settled that 
he is not being considered for chairman. 


Several Went to Discard Pile. 

Eliminating Vorys and Hitchcock and thus 
evercoming a ticklish situation the commit- 
tee felt that considerable had been accom- 
plished, but was still without a chairman. 
The names of several were discussed and 
discarded, but there is no doubt if Mr. Her- 
rick had seen his way clear to accept he would 
have been selected today. 

Mr. Herrick is in a peculiar.situation. He 
is willing enough to assume the honor and 
responsibilities of chairman of the commit- 
tee, but he happens to be president of the 
Society Savings bank of Cleveland, the larg- 
est in Ohio, and fears that to become chalr- 
man of the national committee would inter- 
fere with his banking duties in Cleveland, 
and while he would not say a word here one 
way or another, he may give out a statement 
from his home city when he has talked it 
over with his friends. 

The other men discussed by thé committee 
as possible chairmen were Postmaster Gen- 
eral Von Meyer. Senator Long of Kansas, 
and Senator Warren of Wyoming. 


New and Crane Also In. 

Harry New was discussed also, and, 
everything considered, his chances for being 
selected as Mr. Taft’s manager are better 
than any others, with the exception of Mr. 
Herrick and William Murray Crane. If 
neither Mr. Herrick nor Crane can de se- 
cured Mr. New is the third choice, with the 
elways possible chance of a dark horse final-- 
ly being selected.

Mrs. Charles P. Taft was the first to wel- 
come the secretary to herhome. He already 
had inquired affectionately as to her health. 


Center of Campaign Not Chosen. 

“ Will you come right here from Wash- 
ington after the committee meeting?“ asked 
one writer, who had been discussing the ad- 
visability of renting a suite of rooms in the 
house on the opposite side of the street, which 
happened to be vacant. It's a long walk from 
the Sinton hotel to Mr. Taft's, with cars 
hardly ever running when you want them, 
and while the lawn of the residence is invit- 
ing and cool one does not feel like wearing 
out the the grass for hoursand hours. 

“I haven't decided about that,“ the can- 
didate replied. ‘‘I don't know whether I'll 
spend the summer here or at Hot Springs, 
Va.

Old Colonial Taft Home. 


The Taft residence is a picturesque old 
colonial frame dwelling that stands at the 
corner of Pike and Fourth streets. This part 
of Cincinnati formerly was the aristocratic 
residence portion of the city, but now is 
largely occupied by common people and fac- 
tories. The house is a one story structure 
that extends over a great deal of ground 
with a garden in the rear. The central por- 
tion has the huge colonial pillars, such as 
you'll* see in Virginia, and there are wings 
on etther side. It has a great haliway big 
enough to drive a tallyho through and an 
iron fence separates the front yard from 
the street. It is as interesting an old place 
as you will find in a good many days’ jour- 
ney. 

It was built in 1825 by Martin and David 
Sinton. In the early ‘40s some changes 
were made in it, since which it has not been 
changed to this day. C. P. Taft married 
Annie Sinton, and that is how the place de- 
scended to him. 

When the Sinton dwelling was bullt in 1825 
it was one of the finest places in the west, 
and stood on the Sinton farm, in a primeval 
forest with Indians lurking in the timber’s 
cepths. A few years later Nicholas Long- 
worth, great grandfather of the man who 
married Alice Roosevelt, bullt a residence 
near by of brick. 


‘Factories on Two Sides. 


The Taft residence, which once stood in the 
heart of a forest, now stands between the 
Pugh building, a factory structure ten stories 
high and covering the area of a city block, 
on the north and the plant of the American 
Book company on the south. Across the 
street lives Mike Mullen, the Hinky Dink of. 
Cinctnnati, the only man that the republican 
boss, George B., Cox, is afraid of. From his 
name you'd think Mike was ademocrat. So 
he was once. Now he's a republican. 

The house stands on what might be called 
a foothill and a little to the north and the 
east of it is Mount Adams, or Art hill, as 
some of the wsthetic crowd down here are 
attempting (unsuccessfully) to rename it. 
The dwellings and other buildings. on 
this hill, with a church at the top, remind 
one of some of the Italian cities. It formsa 
beautiful vista from the corner of Fourth 
and Pike streets just before you get to Taft's 
house. 

They say there afe 528 steps leading from 
the foot to the top of this hill, and that's a 
good many for a man coming home after a 
hard dax's work, but cn Saints’ day the Cath- 
olics make a pilgrimage to the top of it and 


say a prayer at every step, and the distance 


doesn't seem great to the devout. 


Loeb May Lead Committee. 


Washington, D. C., June 20.— [Special. 
A report was in circulation here tonight that 
William Loeb Jr., secretary to the president, 
may be tendered the chairmanship of the 
republican national committee. It could 
not be verified in the absence of any one in 
authority here. 

Frank H. Hitchcock's announcement that 
his name must not be considered in connec- 
tion with the chairmanship haé created a 
good deal of surprise in Washington. . 

It-is presumed that Mr. Hitchcock has 
withdrawn to relieve Mr. Taft of embarrass- 
ment and leave him free to make a choice 
that will cause no dissension in the party.

Accompanying the president from Wash- 
ington were Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Ethel, and 
Quentin; William Loeb Jr., secretary to the 
president, and Mrs. Loeb; Assistant Secre- 
tary Rudolph Forster, a number of the staff 
of the White house exeeutive offices, and a 
detail of government secret service men, who 
will guard the president during his vacation. 
At Long Island City the party was delayed 
for a time to await Archie and Kermit Roose- 
velt, who came from Groton, Mass., where 
they have been at school.

Painstaking Apprenticeship. 

To Taft alone has come a painstaking ap- 
prenticeship. He has been trained for the 
office exactly as a business man would train 
his son to step into his shoes. 
to the executive office extraordinary experi- 
ence in all the great problems which con- 
front the government. There are three things 
at the present time, in each of which there 
are governmental problems to be solved, and 
in each case mistakes will be dangerous. 

The Philippines have brought us in close 
touch with the oriental question. We are 
concerned just as much as England is in pre- 
serving the independence of China and pre- 
venting the domination in the far east, either 
of Japan or of any European nation. Taft's 
experience as the first governor general of 
the islands has put him in a po8ition to take 
a personal view of the fleld and to meet each 
question as it comes up, fortified by actual 
experience on the ground at the time when 
the insular government was being created. 

It is equally true that the Panama canal 
must be handled as a new and difficult prop- 
osition. The French failed miserably there, 
not for lack of enthusiasm but for lack of 
organized effort and intelligent direction. If 
we are to succeed in uniting the Atlantic 
and Pacific waters, the work must be directed 
by the president himself. There are no stat- 
ute laws, no congressional directions as to 
how to proceed. 

The digging of the canal is executive work 
which is to be carried on under the war de- 
partment, and it is a fortunate thing for the 
country and for Taft himself that if he is 
called to the presidency he will have back 
of him personal experience with the canal, 
that great work having been under his own 
eye ever since it was undertaken. 


Problem of Cuba. 


Of all the problems of the next adminis- 
tration that of Cuba is likely to be the most 
delicate. It is both domestic and interna- 
tional. The new government to be set up 
soon is likely to fail, and the United States 
will be compelled then to take over the 
island, for better or for worse. This will 
bring about serious questions as to state- 
hood and as to the proper government of 
the Cubans. 

Here Taft's experience in the Philippines 
will come in, because he has learned how 
to deal with mongrel Spanish nations. Be- 
sides that it was he who went to Cuba, de- 
cently closed the eyes of the defunct Palma 
administration, and set on foot the pro- 
visional government which now exists. All 
the work of preparing a new constitution 
for Cuba, remodeling its election laws, and 
preparing for a new independence has been 
carried on under the personal direction of 
the secretary of war, so that when he be- 
comes president’ he will be dealing with 
conditions with which he is perfectly fa- 
miliar, and he will be carrying out policies 
which he has himself created» 


As to James 8. Sherman. 


James Schoolcraft Sherman, the second 
man on the republican ticket, is not a nation- 
al character in the ordinary sense. That is 
to say, he is but little known to the people. 
His work in congress has been continuously 


his name has not been constantly before the 
public. I know personally that he is one of 
the best and most reliable men in public life. 
Much of his time in the house of representa- 
tives has been devoted to arduous work. He 
was one of the lleutenants upon whom Speak- 
er Cannon depended. He is a natural execu- 
tive and besides being a splendid parliamen- 
tarian, never fails when in the chair to han- 
die the turbulent house with absolute accu- 
racy and definiteness.

Solution of Courts“ Plank. 


For a time there certainly was danger that 
the insistence of the president on an anti- 
injunction plank might add to the distrust felt 
by the business element. The settlement 
of this bitter dispute was most fortunate. 
The platform contains a plank which merely 
promises a return to the old method of for- 
bidding a judge granting a writ of injunc- 
tion except upon proper notice. 

The right to meet an emergency is fully 
recognized in the platform so that any fed- 
eral judge may intervene to protect life or 
property on his own motion and without 
delay. All that will be required of him will 
be that immediately thereafter all the par- 
ties interested shall have a hearing so that 
the right or wrong of the injunction shall 
be settled at once. This seems to involve 
no possible interference with business and 
manufacturing interests. 

Besides that, it is coupled with a distinct 
affirmation of the intention of the party to 
protect both the dignity and the efficacy of the 
United States courts. The chances are that 
the Bryan crowd at Denver will write into 
their platform a plank much more radical. 
The result is that the conservative inter- 
ésts in the country will instantly recognize 
the difference and will support the repub- 
lican combination in November, as they have 
been accustomed to doing. 

I believe that the little plank in the plat- 
form pledging congress to pass laws regu- 
lating the issue of securities by the railroads 
in the future will prove immensely popular 
with the people during the campaign. It 
is a natural step in the program of railroad 
reguiation and distinctly in the interests of 
the people.

I myself am the victim in that transac- 
tion,“ the doctor continued, and am not 
making a dollar out of the conveyance that I 
know of, but I hope to get back about $300 of 
the $5,000 I lost through purchasing the 
property. 

With the exception of about three acres, 
which are dry and worthless, all of the land 
lies in Lake Michigan and there are no pros- 
pects of a kind Providence removing the 
water. The grantee in the deed is a real 
estate dealer and lives at 8801 Loomis street. 


Mortgage on Lake’s Bottom. 

“I conveyed some Kentucky property to 
Wesley H. Cook, and he owed me money 
besides, Dr. Park said. “ Four years ago 
I gave him $200, and he and his wife con- 
veyed me the Laporte tract on a basis of 
$5,000 valuation to settle his debt to me. 
I understood the ground was valuable. A 
month later I learned that previous to selling 
me the property Cook a his wife had given 
a man named Reed a $5,000 mortgage on 
the property, and the investigation which 
followed disclosed the fact that I had bought 
the lake bottom. 

“I wrote to the recorder at Laporte county 
and told him it was fraudulent for any one 
to borrow money on that property and that 


I was bunkoed and tried te forget about 
the matter, until about two months ago 
Holmes asked me for a deed to it. 


Hopes to Get $300 for Tract. 

“The story from Laporte that I received a 
big consideration from Holmes is false. I 
am not getting a cent, but the understand- 
ing’ is that if he can realize anything on it 
I will receive 3800. I haven't the slightest 
idea what Holmes is going to do with it. 
Holmes knows all about the land.“ |

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MANY DRIVEN FROM HOMES. 


Thousands of Dollars’ Worth of Tim- 
ber Destroyed. 


Detroit,. Mich., Jane 20.—[Special.]-—Fires ' 
in northern Michigan forests, fanned to 
gigantic proportions by the gales in the last 
two days, have destroyed at least three vil- 
lages, rendered hundreds homeless, and swept 
over thousands of acres of timber land, caus- 
ing damages estimated at about $200,000. 

The heaviest losses have been sustained 
in Cheboygan and Presque Isle counties, al- 
though Leelanau, Charlevoix, and Otsego 
counties have suffered considerable, 

The village of Chase, in Presque Isle county, 
was destroyed early this morning and Le- 
grand in Cheboygan county was abandoned 
to the flames tonight; Rondo, in the same 
county, was practically destroyed. A few 
buildings remained. „ 


Fire Attacks Many Towns. 

While a big fire at Wolverine today was 
being fought, a forest fire threatened another 
section of the village. While the Wolverine 
department was engaged a call for aid was 
received from Rondo, three miles north. The 
firemen could not leave Wolverine, and 
throughout the morning Rondo was at the 
mercy of the fames. A hotel, several stores, 
and houses, and the Michigan Central station 
were burned. 

In Leelanau county today a great fire raged 
near Fouch. All night the glow of the blaze 
could be seen at Traverse City. Several 
farm buildings were destroyed and Gannet’s 
big lumber camp wiped out. Much valuable 
timber was burned. 


Special Supply Trains En Route. 

Special traing will be sent toward the fire 
district tomorrow with supplies for all those 
who have suffered. Dense black clouds hang 
over all the northern part of Michigan, the 
smoke from the great fires being discernible 
at great distances. In some towns many 
miles from the fires lamps were lighted to- 
day long before nightfall, as the sun was 
obscured by the heavy smoke. 

Legrand, a village of 800 people, on the 
Haakwood branch, northeast of Wolverine, 
Mich., was destroyed by fire tonight. Most 
of the women and children left the village 
early in the evening, and the men who re- 
main are unable to successfully combat the 
fire. Great quantities of lumber and timber 
were in the village ready for shipment. All 
was lost. ! 

Rondo Almost Wiped Out. 

Fire this morning wiped out the business 
portion of the village of Hondo, Mich., and 
many. residences. A. Park’s hotel was de- 
stroyed, as well as his store. Park's stock 
and personal property, valued at $10,U0U, also 
went. The Galbraith dwelling and barn and 
the Shearer residence wereaiso destroyed, as 
well as the Michigan Central railroad sta- 
tion. Several bridges were also burned. ne 
village could not receive aid from Wolverine, 
as a fire was burning at the same time as it 
wae here.

SABBATH LESSONS ARE UPHELD 


Convention Decides to Continue 
~ Uniform Instruction. 


GRADED SYSTEM IS URGED. 


Committee Ordered to Prepare Option- 
al Course for Sunday Schools. 


Louisville, Ky., June 20.—An important 
feature of the twelfth international Sunday 
school convention was the adoption today of 
the report of the international lesson commit- 
tee, which prepares the lessons for Sunday 
schools with a total membership of about 
16,000,000. The report contains the following 
resolutions; 

That this convention of the International 
Sunday School association instruct the lesson 
committee, which is to be appointed for the 
next six years, to continue the work of ar- 
ranging and issuing the uniform lessons as 
heretofore, 

That this convention authorize its lesson 
committee also to continue the preparation 
of a thoroughly graded. course of lessons, 
which may be used by any Sunday school 
which desires it, whether in whole or in part.“ 


Argument for Graded Lessons. 


M. C. Hazard of Boston, president of the 
Sunday School Editorial association, deliv- 
ered an address on “ Graded Lessons—Why 
They Should Be Used.“ 

There is a prevalent impression that graded 
lessons will be more difficult to teach than 
the uniform lesson. Dr. Hazard in his paper 
sought to show that, on the contrary, the 
graded lesson would be easier to teach, and 
thus be a benefit, particularly to the small, 
country, frontier, or backwoods schools. The 
advantages of the graded lessons over the 
uniform lesson grow out of the fact that 
they are selected with reference to the ca- 
pacities, ‘appurtenances, and requirements 
of each grade in the school.

There the little sick babies from the stifling 
alleys of the river wards, the children of the 
stuffy ghetto, and their wan mothers who 
know how really terrible heat can be, mar- 
vel that any one can tempt a kind Provi- 
dence by complaining, even in thought, at 
the warmth of the fresh, pure country air. 

All of the patients at the hospital have 
been sent there from tenement homes 30 
squalid that the doctors said medicine could 
do nothing for them. These unfortunatea, 
sentenced to death by the conditione of their 
city homes, are not inclined to find fault 
with the soft breezes from the south which 
have granted them a reprieve; which have 
done for them what skilled physicians and 
medicine could not do. 


All Patients Getting Well. 


For every one out at the hospital is get- 
ting well. Every one is enjoying every min- 
ute of the day. Many are absorbingly in- 
terested in the new building which is ap- 
proaching completion. The little invalids are 
wheeled out in their chairs to shady spots 
under the trees where they can watch the 
workmen hammering and sawing away to 
erect a shelter for the sufferers still in the 
hot city. 

Those who are well enough may go boat 
riding, for a lot of bright, new green row 
boats have been launched recently in the 
river in. front of the hospital. The hot summer 
sun doegn’t seem to bother one as much out 
in a row boat on a pleasant river as it does 
in an unventilated tenement room in the 
ghetto.

States and They Start War.

PARIS, June 20.—The first meeting of the 
American branch of the Lyceum club or- 
ganization, composed solely of women, was 
held this week in the clubhouse in the Rue 


Bienfatsance. The president of the group 


is Mrs. Frank Mason and the vice presi- 
dent Mrs. Hugh Reid Griffin, who founded 
the society. — 

The meeting was rendered lively by a dis- 
cussion of the merits and demerits of the 
smoking room and bridge.

the women present who have long resided 
in Paris. One member explained the situa- 
tion as follows:

English Suffragettes Prepared for 
Monster Demonstration. 


PARADERS ALL IN WHITE. 


Twenty Speeches Will Be Made at Once 
in Hyde Park. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, } 

LONDON, May 20.—Pleased with the un- 
doubted success of last Saturday's procession 
10,000 women suffragists will make a greater 
effort tomorrow, when they expect to gather 
a quarter of a million people in Hyde Park 
to listen to their demands and see their 
demonstration. There will be seven dis- 
tinct processions, each under a chief marshal 
with subordinate banner marshals and a 
host of stewards. Each procession will 
consist of 5,000 women as a minimum, and it 
is hoped the total will reach 50,000. 


Special Trains Chartered. 

Thirty-six specially chartered trains will 
bring the suffragettes from the provinces and 
every seat on these trains has already been 
taken. The processionists are to be dressed 
in white and will be shepherded by 6,000 
police, mounted and on foot. 

Twenty platforms have been erected in 
Hyde Park, and on a conning tower buglers 
will be mounted. One fanfare will indicate 
the time of commencement of the speeches, 
another at 5 o’clock will be the signal for a 
simultaneous movement of a resolution call- 
ing on the government to give a vote to wom- 
en, while at the third blast the whole con- 
course is. to shout in union the women’s war- 
ery. Votes for Women.” 

Amsterdam Congress Adjourns.

AMSTERDAM, June 20.—The woman’s suf- 
frage congress ended its deliberations today 
after a heated discussion over a proposition 
to form an alliance with the sgcialists, which 
was indignantly rejected. 

The question as to whether the congress 
should stand for universal or limited woman's 
suffrage caused a confusion to which that of 
the tower of Babal must have been child's 
play. After a two hours’ discussion in va- 
rious languages, a clause was inserted in the 
resolutions, so worded that the women of 
each country can act as they may think best. 
A protest was sent to the Austrian govern- 
ment because the women in that country had 
not heen allowed to forward a message of 
sympathy to the women in Russia. 


MRS. HERSHEY EDDY OPENS 
MANOR HOUSE IN FRANCE. 


Former Wife of Chicago Organist Gives 
Initial Party in Gorgeous Country 
Seat on the Seine.

PARIS. June 20—What is considered in 
some respects the finest country house in Eu- 
rope owned by an American was opened this 
week by Mrs. Hershey Eddy, former wife of 
the celebrated organist, Clarence Eddy of 
Chicago. The house, which is called Manoir 
Denouval.“ occupies a magnificent situation 
on the banks of the Seine at Poissy, near the 
country home of W. K. Vanderbilt. 

Mrs. Eddy bought the property a few years 
ago of Gaston Meunier, and plans for the 
house are intrusted to young Sardou, son of 
the famous playwright. He was given carte 
blanche and the expenditure represents 
something upward of $2,000,000. A feature 
of the interior is the splendid soncert hall. 
containing a pipe organ modeled after thet 
of the Chateau Versailles. , 

Just opposite the front lawn, which sweeps 
down to the river, is a large wooded island, 
which has also been acquired by Mrs. Eddy. 
An electric barge conveys the hostess and her 
guests from the main land to this rest spot. 
Many notable members of Franco-American 
society were present at this week's house- 
warming. Mrs. Eddy is planning a number 
of sumptuous entertainments later in the 
summer in honor of her daughter, Mrs. 
Vogel, who arrives shortly from New Yerk.

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Wialsewa, Once a Waif, Brings 
Dukes and Generals to Her Feet 


WAS HEROINE OF WAR TIME. 


Sang Her Way to Hearts of Soldiers at 
the Front, 0

ST. PETERSFPURG, June 23.—Ask a Rus- 
sian, no matter,in what quarter of the earth 
you may meet him, if he knows Wialsewa. 
You are quite sure to get your answer in the 
light which comes into his eyes. His face 
will assume an expression of mingled longing 
and pleasure and his voice will hum the 
weird strain of a gypsy song. 

For Wialsewa, a few years ago a humble 
servant in the province of Warsaw, without 
known mother or father, is today the idol 
of Russia, the most famous of the gypsy sing- 
ers who provide enjoyment for the gilded 
youth of the land of the czar in the restau- 
rants of St. Petersburg. More than that, 


- Wialsewa is the heroine of the Russo-Japan- 


ese war. and therein rests her popularity 


with the Russian soldier. 

Wialsewa has a charm which has made 
men offer fortunes to have her repeat a song. 
It is not in her graceful figure and pretty 
face, in her golden dress studded with stones, 
or in her dyed hair, or even her beautiful 
voice. It is intangible, indescribable. But it 
is there. She is the sort of woman one reads 
about in novels, but rarely meets in a life- 


time. 
She Leaves the Kitchen. 

Ten years ago Wialsewa was a servant on 
a country estate in the province of Moscow. 
Nobody knows exactly who her parents were. 
She had grown up in the village without 
either mother or father, and when 16 years 
ola went to serve at the manor house She 
had a beautiful voice and sang the Russian 
folk songs. 

One day a young officer came to visit. His 
name was Wialsew and his regiment was in 
Petersburg. He fell in love with Vera and 
asked her if she would like to make a career 
as a singer in a gypsy chorus in Petersburg. 
The girl, who felt restless in the manor, 
agreed. They went to the capital together 
and Wialsew paic for her to have singing 
lessons. Then hy got her a gypsy chorus and 
asked his friends to supper in a certain res- 
taurant in the Isles.“ a part of St. Peters- 
burg given up to pleasure, where night Is 


turned into day. 
She Captures St. Petersburg. 


When Wialsew invited his guests Vera was 
the principal singer. She was beautifully 
dressed in a gypsy costume and her dark hair 
was then undyed. People still speak of that 
evening with enthusiasm. Vera sang song 
after song, and still, though the night 
lengthened into morning, her listeners had 
not enough. They covered her plate with 
gold and begged her to sing on. 

Next evening all the frequenters of the 
„Isles were clamoring to hear the new 
singer and fabulous sums were offered by 
rival supper givers to obtain her services. 
Before many weeks were past Vera sang 
with her bodice covered with jewels, All St. 
Petersburg was at her feet. Grand dukes 
vied with each other for her favor, and it 
was whispered that the czar himself had 
heard and was enamored. Wialsew began’ 
to be jealous of his rivals. He begged Vera 
to leave all thie and go away with him to 
some quiet place where they would be alone. 
She consented and for a while Vera diéap- 
peared from her old haunts. But her gypsy 
nature could not bear the monotonous life 
of Wialsew's country house and she was 
soon in St. Petersburg again. 

Some say that he then followed her and 
married her; others that they had already 
been married for some time. He settled all 
hie fortune upon her and begged her to leave 
the restaurants, She refused and he went 
back to the provinces. But not for long. 
For him—as for so many others—she acted 
like a magnet. He could not keepaway fom

In the midst of all this success, the Russo- 
Japanese war broke out. The singer's hus- 
band was ordered to the front. For a few 
weeks she remalned in St. Petersburg, where 
the festivities of the Isles were as 
brilliant as ever, in spite of serious defeats 
to the Russian forces in Manchuria. Sud- 
denly Vera Wialsewa disappeared. She was 
on her way to the seat of war. Some of her 
admirers immediately. overtook her, ordered 
a magnificent train to be fitted up for her, and 
declared they would accompany her. She 
traveled across Siberia with all the magnifi- 
cence and homage that could be accorded an 
empress. 

Her arrival in Manchuria was halled ae if 
it were some victory over the Japanese. All 
the wealth she had gained on her way she 
immediately gave to be distributed amongst 
the sick and wounded soldiers. She went to 
the hospitals and sang to the men there 
Generals said her presence near a camp did 
more to raise the morale ot officers and men 
than anything else. These same generals 
* all the money they had at Wialeewa’s 
eet. 

Her husband died from the effects of a 
wound received in the war, but left her a 
large fortune. Wialsewa cannot, however, 
settle down. She goes from town to town, 
singing with her gypsy chorus or forming 
the chief attraction at some grand ducal en- 
tertainment. She has dyed her hair the 
fashionable color and wears dresses of gold- 
en tissue when she sings. But her charm is 
the same as when, dressed in gypsy costume, 
she astonished the supper party in the 
„Isles. Every soldier knows her name and 
worships it. The majority of officers in the 
Russian army would marry her if she would 
have them. 

People declare she will die a beggar, and 
that is likely, for she ie as open handed as a 
woman can be, possessing the bohemian in- 
capability of thinking of the morrow.

Announcement of Coming Mar- 
riage to Mme. Gould Public, 


DATE AND PLACE SEORET. 


Placard Placed Between Those of 
Seamstress and Butcher. 


PARIS, June 20.—The marriage bans of 
Mme. Anna Gould, formerly the countess de 
Castellane. and Prince Hélie de Sagan were 
posted this morning. They were placed on 
the walls of the offices of the mayors of the 
eixteenth and seventh arrondissements 
of Paris, in accordance with the law that 
requries the publication of a marriage in the 
arrondissement of each contracting party. 
Neither Mme. Gould nor the prince de Sagan 
appeared personally. 


Commoners’ Names Near Them. 


The document, which in the case of Mme. 
Gould is preceded by the marriage declara- 
tion of a seamstress and followed by that of 
a butcher, reads as follows: 

This publication of an intended mar- 
riage between Marie Pierre Camille Louts 
Helie Boson de Talleyrand-Perigord, prince 
de Sagan, rentier, domiciled at 11 Rue Sed.

and Anne Alexandrine Seilliere, deceased, 
and Anna Gould, without profession. domi. 


Jay Gould and Helen Miller, deceased, di- 
vorced from Marie-Pau! Boniface, count de 
Castellane, of which acknowledgment has 
been drawn up, is posted this day on the 
doors of the mayor's office.” 


Wedding Date Not Announced. 

The document gives the age of Mme. Gould 
as 33 and Prince de Sagan ae 40. Although 
the marriage will not occur in France, the 
French law requires that the bang be pub- 
lished in the place of domicile. 

The exact place and the date of the wed- 
ding have not yet been disclosed, but it win 
be celebrated within a fortnight and quietly, 
only a few friends and relatives, including 
George J. Gould, being present. The religious 
ceremony will be according to the Protestant 
rite, although Prince Helie has not renounced 
his Catholic faith.

Where the Danger Lies. 

No natural or social forces now threaten 
to disturb the existing balance of power in 
the Pacific, except as political pressure, sup- 
ported by military and naval strength, may 
be exerted to shift them. It is the direct and 
surreptitious application of this pressure, 
and the presence in this international comity 
of an internally weak sister, that give cause 
for apprehension. Were China’s political 
and military strength now on a parity with 
the other four great Pacific nations her sit- 
uation would present no problem; there 
would be no far eastern question, or, at least, 
not one which presently threatens the 
of the world. And so we find in the fate of 
China the beginning and end of this prob 
lem as it directly shapes itself today. 

It is only within the last decade, or since 


Japan's easy victory over her revealed the 


military weakness of China, that the far 
eastern question became acutely interesting 
to America. 

From the time when John Hay became 
secretary of state our nation has played an 
important though unobtrusive part in east- 
ern affairs. The Washington government. 
early adopted the view that preservation of 
China's territorial integrity and political au- 
tonomy best harmonizes wn the broader 
interests of the United States. and it has 
consistently exerted its influence in support- 
ing its theory. Several times has America 
initiated international action in China's 
favor; indeed, it may truthfully be said that 
every proposal that was at once practical 
and sincere which during the last decade 
the powers have been induced to assent to 
was promoted by the United States. 


America’s Influence on China. 


The more important of these moves follow: 

1. The Hay agreement, signed by the pow- 
ers in 1800, by which the principle of China's 
political integrity and the open door was 
definitely formulated into an international 
covenant. 

2. The refusal of the United States to 
assent to the imposition. in 1901, of an op- 
pressive indemnity upon China, which would 
have made her the flacal vassal of foreign 
powers for an indsfin:té period. 

& The action of the United States in 1904 
in inducing the belligerent powers, Russia 
and Japan, to confine hostilities to 4 clearly 
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man lire 1 dut tew rights that the white 
man is bound to respect. This is especially,

‘reaffirmation of its principle, and so it has 


come about that every important power 
which is interested in the eastern situation 
is on record in one or several conventions as 
favoring the maintenance of China's integ- 
rity and the preservation of the open door.” 
Recent events indicate that America has no 
intention of abandoning her attitude. Mr. 
Taft reaffirmed it at Shanghai last fall, 
coupled with a sympathetic reference to 
Chira's new national spirit. In Manchuria 
the United. States consular representatives 
have positively declined even to tentatively 
recognize Japanese and Russian administra- 
tive authority, which overlaps and impairs 
China's sovereignty. 

It may be argued that if all the interested 
mations are agreed in the premises of the 
eastern question, and have expressed their 
Policies in specific conventions with each 
other and China, a satisfactory course is as- 


sured. Unfortunately, however, the prac- 


tical application of certain policies in Asia 
ig now, as ever, running directly contrary to 
the fundamental principles of the Hay agree- 
ment. Instead of being relieved of appre- 
hension of external aggression and feeling 
free to accomplish a reform of her internal 
administration China is today once more 
confronted with a situation which threatens 
her national existence, and the open door 
Principle {s being evaded and undermined. 
It is only a question of time until something 
must be done to prevent it, as the forces of 
disintegration will get the upper hand. 


All Eyes. on United States. 


Under the circumstances the question 
@gitating diplomatic circles in ——— is 
not, What will China do?“ for every one 
knows that China can do little or nothing 
to save herself, but What will America 
do?“ As the monroe doctrine had no inter- 
national. virility until the world was con- 
vinced that the United States would back it 
with action,-so will the Hay doctrine have 
none until the world is assured that America 
will enforce theirs 
There are indications, almost unmistak- 
ably intimated by our diplomatic attitude in 
Peking., that the Washington government 
has at present no answer to this question 
ready. Opposed to the Hay doctrine is a 
theory that the United States should sen- 
timentally use its influence to preserve 
China, but should not take any positive ac- 
tion if other nations pursue an opposite 
course, or merely should observe evenjs 
out taking part.

Fertile Lands Bound to Bring 
Prosperity to Colonists from 
the Fatherland.

TANGA, German East Africa, May 12.— 
Kaiser Wilhelm now owns the scalplock of 
this African continent. It isa bit of rock as 
big as your fist and it was cut from the top of 
Mount Kilimanjaro, where, dominating all 
Africa, it kisses the sky at an altitude al- 
most four miles above thesea. The rock was 
cut off by one of the Germans who climbed 
to the top of that mighty mountain. It was 
ground smooth and made into 4 paper weight, 
and it now Mes at the kaiser’s right hand on 
his library table in his palace in Berlin. 


About Mount Kilimanjaro. 

I understand that ‘the kaiser is proud of 
owning Mount Kilimanjaro, and there is no 
doubt that his subjects out here feel the same 
way. The mountain Mes just back of this 
part of Tanga, almost on the border between 
British and German East Africa. Its lowest 
slopes are now reached by railroad, and some 
of the richest regions of German East Africa 
lie at its foot. These are now being settled 
by Germans who are planting out coffee and 
hemp. There are some plantations which 
contain tens of thousands of coffee trees, and

Training the Zebras. 

I have written of the experiments which 
the British are making in attempting to 
raise the zebra for agricultural use. They 
are being carried on at Nairobi and on the 
government farm near Lake Navaisha, in 
British East Africa. The Germans are mak- 
ing similar experiments in their territory, 
and so far they Have been quite successful. 
They are trying to train the zebras as rid- 
ing animals, with the idea that they may 
eventually be able to outfit the native cavalry 
with them. Inthe barracks at Dar es Salaam 
I was shown a half dozen zebras tied up in 
the stalle side by side with horses. The 
officers told me that they were easily tamed. 
In another stable I was shown the results 
of some crosses between the zebra and the 
horse. One was a zebra mule a year old, 
whose mother was a big bay mare. This 
animal was larger than the ordinary zebra, 
but it was shaped in just the same way, and 
it had every aspect of the zebra excepting 
the white and black stripes. It was striped 
in black over a body of light brown. The 
stripes of the pure zebra are of the deadest; 
black and the whitest white. 


Pets of the Black Continent. 

While on the subject of animals I want to 
tell you about the queer pets I find in this 
part ot Africa. Think of holding a baby 
leopard in your lap! Or of Hfting up a 
lion by the nape of the neck! This is what 
I have seen done in the last week, The 
baby lion was at a hotel here. He was tied 
by a clothesline and I was able to pet him 
without being hurt. I took hold of the skin 
of his neck and lifted him off the ground, 
althgugh I strained my arm to do so. On 
Lake Victoria I saw a pet hyena, and at one 
of the native villages found several pet ante- 
lopes. Pet sheep and goats are common

amount unclaimed. of government stock 
alone in the Bank of England approaches 
$20,000,000, | 

Use Money for Great Buildings. 

It is common knowledge that over §10,- 
000,000 lies unclaimed at another bank, not 
including the contents of sealed boxes. % 

Bottomley says: 

The banks admittedly use the dormant bal- 
ances and many do not deny that their pala- 
tial buildings have been built with such

Whether a foreign nation is 
justified in interfering in China depends en- 
tirely upon what form such interference 
takes, what are the reasons and objects of 
it, and the conditions under which it is urged 
or granted. For instance, interference at 
+ the solicitation of China is different from 
interference against her protest; interfer- 
ence for her benefit is different from inter- 
ference to injure her; interference in the inter- 
est of peace and civilization is different from 
interference calculated to cause. war. So 
whether .the United States. should inter- 
fere in China altogether depends upon cir- 
cumstances. In any event, it is absalutely 
certain that other nations are now actively 
- Interfering here, and will probably encroach 
further unless checked by counterbalancing 
external pressure. 


Opportunities for America. 


As to an “aggressive” policy in the east, 
. rere again all depends upon how the term 
is translated into action. The United States 
certainly should not be aggressive anywhere 
in international affairs in the sense of inter- 
fering where it is not concerned, or upon 
inadequate grounds. In no part of the 
world is there such opportunity for felicitous 
gegressiveness on the part of America as is 
here presented 2 where it will de 
better received, for Chia is now inclined 
to believe, and may easily be convinced, 
that America has no ambitions in Asia in- 
consistent with China's sovereignty ot the 
development of the empire into a strong and 
virile nation. Desiring such a consumma- 
tion, both on China's account and her own, 
having the assurance of all interested na- 
tions that they are similarly inclined, what 
legitimate objection can be raised to an 
American policy calculated to accomplish 
this end, or to the aggressive promotion of 
such a policy? 

The measure of the practical scope of 
foreign policies in China must be sought 
fm the condition of China herself, and this 
is profoundly interesting. Surrounded by 
enemies wearing the mask of friendship, and 
unable to turn without feeling the pressure 
ef. some hostile policy directed at her vitals, 
ft might be expected that China's political 
éeficiencies would be thrown into strong 
relief. Never before has the paradoxical 
combination of arrogance, timidity, self-sat- 
isfaction, ignorance, acuteness, and practical 
incompetence which constitutes her adminis- 
trative system stood out more plainly than 
now, when,she has such desperate need for 
Cifferent qualities. China internally is in a 
bad way, but her case is by no means hope- 
less. There does not exist a political or so- 
cial evil in China that cannot be corrected 
fn time. It is, moreover, certain that Chinese 
statesmen at last realize that a practical 
acheme for reform must be adopted. In 
this endeavor they not only need time, but 
also the advice and assistance of friendly 
western nations. 


China Needs Foreign Advisers. 


The fact that most Chinese do not want 
this assistance and regard such proffers with 
keen suspicion and distrust should not deter 
other nations from urging it, even pressing 
it upon ber. And it should be remembered 
that China has in the past sometimes acted 
upon foreign advice and suggestion only to 
Inter aweke to the fact. that she had been 
circu it Friendly and disinterested 
advice was given to Japan when she needed 
it..

Everest has 
so many other mountains around it that you 
cannot realize its size. Kilimanjaro stands 
almost alone, and its double dome of frosted 
silver fairly floats in the blue sky. Indeed, 
the natives living near it believe that the top 
of the mountain is made of silver. They are 
too far down to know what snow means and 
in @ region so near the equator that all the 
lowlands are steaming. 
Flogging the Negroes. 

I see the same fierce native soldiers every- 
where, as I saw them about In Victotia Ny- 
anza, and they, as well as the European offi- 


cials, go about with a lordly air. I have al- 
ready written of the flogging. The colored

In Dar es 
Salaam I stopped with a man who owned 
a pet leopard.

About the queerest pet bird I have yet 
seen on this continent is the whale headed 
stork of Uganda, one of which has been 
gent to Khartum and is kept there in t 
gardens of the sirdar. The bird is found Hl 
around Lake Victoria, and especially at the 
source of the Nile. It is as big asthe largest 


‘turkey gobbler, and its head looks as though 


it had been chopped out of a telegraph pole 
and then hung to its neck: This stork has 
long legs, and it walks about with great 
dignity. It looks sleepy, and it does not 
seem at all afraid. I took a snapshot a» 
the bird with my camera, standing within a 
few feet of it at the time. It did not budge, 
but gazed at me out of its bleary eyes as 
though it thought me a fool.

PARIS, June 20.—Negotiations are now in 
progress between the Mutual Life Insurance 
company of New York and a syndicate of 
American, capitalists for the sale of a plat of 
land in the heart of Paris valued at $4,000,- 
000. News of the deal created considerable 
surprise, as it was generally supposed the 
Mutual intended to establish a European 
headquarters on the land in question. 
Equitable Life is now completing such a 
headquarters on the Place de |’Opéra, where 
a magnificent new building has just been 
erected. The New York Life also has luxuri- 
ous quarters on the corner of Grand boule- 
vard and the Rue Peletier. 
It ig currently reported here, however, that 
the deal will be consummated in pursuance 
of the new policy of the Mutual gradually to 
withdraw from foreign countries and con- 
centrate its interests in the United States. 
The plat to be sold comprises the famous 
Pavillon de Hanovre at the corner of Grand 
Boulevard and the Rue Louls le Grand. 
The pavillon, which is a beautiful example 
of the French renaissance architecture, was 
originally built by Cardinal Richelieu and 
for centuries has been one of the chief land- 


If acquired by the American syndicate it 
is understood the pavillon and adjoining 
houses will be torn down and a modern 
American office building of limited height 
erected.

This was made ap- 
parent todey when counsel for the Jockey 
club obtained from Justice Bischoff in the 


duce before Justice Bischoff Melville E. Col- 
lins, who was arrested yesterday at the 
Sheepshead Bay course charged with accept- 
ing a wager. The hearing was set down for 
next Monday. 

There was much discussion today of the 
restraining order against the police which 
was issued by Justice Bischoff yesterday. 
Assistant District Attorney Elder and 
Deputy Police Commissioner Baker both said 
the injunction prohibits no act which the 
police have thus far performed in their ef- 
forts to carry out the law; it merely prevents 
the police from becoming trespassers and in- 
terfering with patrons of the racetracks who 
are doing no wrong, but it does not Interfere 
with them in breaking up groups in which 
they have good reason to believe efforts are 
being made to consummate bets on the races. 


Commissioner Bingham Displeased. 

Police Commissioner Bingham did not ap- 
pear pleased at any prospect of restfaint on 
the police in carrying out the anti-betting 
measures. 

“If all the lawyers and judges were killed 
off I would enforce the law.“ he said. Then 
we would get some justice.” 

It was learned today that Gov. Hughes Is 
keeping in close touch with every develop- 
ment of the racing situation at present. His 
special agents are present at the race course 
every afternoon, ¢bdserving the police meth- 
ods of dealing with offenders against the 
anti-betting laws. These agentes are said 
to report to the governor personally by tele- 
phone each evening. 

There was more of & letup at the race track 
today than on yesterday, and wagers were 
many on the Tidal stakes, won by Colin, as 
well as the other events run off. The half 
holiday crowd was almost as large as on 
Suburban day. The crowd bet freely, but 
was careful not to pass any money in sight 
of the uniformed and plain clothes men. 
Nearly everybody found it possible to get a 
bet down, and there was nearly as much 
speculation as on some of the days before 
the restrictive legislation came into effect. 
The prices were tight, so much so that many 
complained of tue ruinous percentage against 
the bettor. 

Colin Wins the Tidal. 

The feature of the races today was the ap- 
pearance of the colt Colin in the Tidal stakes. 
It was a $25,000 affair and at its end the beau- 
tiful brown colt remained unbeaten, winning 
in a romp from Dorante, with Stamina a 
badly beaten third and Chapultepec, the only 
other starter, fourth a sixteenth of a mile 
away. Tremendous cheering greeted Colin 
at his appearance, although the hanors were 
conceded to him, and no better than 1 to d was 
laid against him. 
When the field broke the horses were per- 
fectly aligned, but in ten jumps Colin poked 
his muzsie in front and stayed there. Stam- 
ina essayed to give him an argument in the 
first furlong, but quickly retired, and Dorante 
went up as the closest pursuer.

Oak Park won its third interscholastic title 
of the year at Marshall field yesterday by 
capturing first place in the concluding track 
games of the season—the Cook county inter- 
scholastic. Its athletes won a total of 39 
points and broke three records, finishing just 
four points ahead of Wendell Phillips, 

After the first two events the suburbanites 
assumed the lead, and, although the Wendel! 
Phillips athletes always were right on their 
heels, the Oak Parkers never were overtaken. 
It required the final event on the program, 
the relay race, however, to decide the meet. 
Wendell Phillips had‘a fighting chance,” 
but the opportunity proved too small. 

Englewood's relay quartet ran away with 
the ten points rather unexpectedly, and 
Hyde Park, after making a strong effort for 
three relays, fell by the wayside, which per- 
mitted Oak Park to get third place and the 
tive points which were necessary to give the 
suburban téam the lead. Wendell Phillips 
finished second. 


Wilson the Individual Star. 

Eberle Wilson landed University High in 
a tie for third place with 21 points, of which 
he himself won 17. He proved the best in- 
dividual point winner of the ‘meet, taking 
two firsts, two seconds, and a third. He 
won something in every event in which he 
took part. First in the shotput and discus 
throw, second in the hammer throw and fifty 
yard dash, and third in the hundred, he dis- 
played the most versatility of any Cook 
county athlete in many years. 

Wilson incidentally placed a new record 
to the list when he shoved the twelve pound 
shot out 45 feet 6 inches. The old record 
was 44 feet 9% inches and was made by 
„Bobby Maxwell of Englewood High in 
1902. 

Hyde Park accomplished more than it has 
done for several seasons with a total of 18 
“points. Its fifth place position was due to 
the ability of Arthur Clippinger, who won 
fifteen of the points. He also performed in 
five events and scored in each one of them. 
He won the high jump, was second in each 
hurdle race, and the discus throw, and then 
took a third in the broad jump. 


Deming a Record Breaker. 


“Bob” Deming was the star record 
breaker of the games. The Oak Parker, 
running the ten flights of high barriers in 
:16, clipped two-fifths of a second from the 
record of Walter Taylor, the Hyde Park star, 
made in 1906. 

His best effort, however, was made in the 
low hurdles, where he broke a record that 
has stood for seven years. He ran the low 
stocks in :26%. Salmon of Englewood in 
1901 made a record of :27%. This mark was 
equaled in. 1906 by Way of Hyde Park and 
in 1907 by Wampler of University High. 

It remained for Martin of Oak Park to 
break a record that has stood the test of 
time for thirteen years. Although suffering 
from a “ charley horse in his left leg, he 
ran the 220 yard dash in :22%. Roy Albert- 
son in 1895 at the old Ravenswood field made 
the record of :23 flat. 

Kuhn of Wendell Phillips, in addition to 
winning fourteen points for his school, tied 
the record of :05% in the fifty. The mark 
was set by Merrill of Englewood in 1906. His 
teammate, Wayman, tied the 440 mark of 
33%, which was held jointly by Barker of 
Evanston and Bohnsack of Lake View.

Pittsburg, Pa., June 20.—[Special.}—Fa- 
mous athletes from all over the country, and 
including most of the members of the Amer- 
ican team which wil! participate in the Olym- 
pic games in London in July, took part in 
the athletic ‘tournament at Schenley oval 
this afternoon. 

Garrels, Huff, and Ramey of the Chicago 
Athletic association had a prominent part 


in the day’s events, which were witnessed 


by the biggest crowd that ever gathered on 
a sporting field in western Pennsylvania, 
numbering more than 30,000 people. 

While no records were broken during the

During the year 1907 it 
was estimated that more than a quarter of 
a million calls were made upon these dis- 
penearies by men, women, and children. 
More than half of the entire number of calls 
were made upon five of the largest dispen- 


-saries.

250,000 Charity Patients a Year. 

In round mumbers the record for the five 
dispensaries is as follows: 

Central tree dispensary, 82,000 calls or 
visits; Usited Hebrew Charities’ free dis- 
pensary, 30,000; South Side dispensary, 25,000; 
Chicago Policlinic dispensary, 25,000; the 
Hahnemann free dispensary, 20.000. The 
number of persons who depend solely upon 
free dispensaries for their medical assi~*ance 
was estimated at 125,000 

Some of the better known free dispensaries 
frequently are imposed upon by men and 
women of means who pretend to be poor. 


Dispensary attendantsfrequently find among 


their patients women wearing diamonds. 
Some patients come down in carriages, stop 
around the corner, and walk into the dis- 
pensary along with the poor to be examined 
and save a diagnosis fee of $10, $16, or 
even $25. 

While this may be complimentary te.the 
high standards of efficiency maintained by 
these dispensaries, it is not at all the thing 
desired by them and by the medical pro- 
fession. The Chicago Medical society h 
been looking into this abuse of medical char- 
ity for some time, and as a result a vigorous 
campaign is being waged again® persons 
who play the part of the poor and helpless 
At the central free dispensary alone 668 such 


cases were refused treatment since the year 
1907. 

These isolated cases of preténded poverty, 
however, do not make up the atmosphere of 
the free dispensaries. It is the hordes of the 
really needy, of the naked children and half 
clad mothers, the grim, distorted face of 
American and foreign looking men and 
women, that lend the dispensaries the air 
of not only a medical, but also of a sociolog- 
ical clinic. The woman in diamonds is for- 
gotten immediately. after she leaves the dis- 
pensary The workingmen’s wives and chil- 
dren, who sit huddled together on the 
benches, unable to keep thier heads straight, 
on the other hand, haunt one’s sien de for 
weeks after. 

The most touching case of a day's ram - 
bling among dispensaries was found in the 
Chicago Policlinie dispensary on the north 
side, © 

A mother and son were waiting to be ex- 
amined for tuberculosis. The mother was a 
typical Polish woman about five feet tall. 
She was still young—not quite 85—but worn 
out and bedazed. Her clothes were hanging 
upon her and from beneath the shaw! which 
covered her head and half her face a help- 
less pair of eyes, dumb and submissive, like 
that of a hunted animal, looked up aimlessly 
from time to time.

He asked ‘his mother 
the questions in Polish and then answered 
the nurse in English with the air of a grown- 
up man who hed suffered much and seen 
much. As he was speaking the eyes of the 
dosen or more patients in the room were 
fixed upon him in admiration and pity. 

The nurse’s card gave only a few facts 
about the woman’s lIife—facts which per 
tained to her present surroundings, what 
chances she had for getting fresh air, sun- 
shine, and so forth. A minute's talk with her 
18 year old son brought the entire tragedy 
to the surface,

His father, as the boy told with the sim- 
plicity and stoicism which one finds in saints 
and children, had been ‘dead eight months. 
He died at the beginning of the panic, leav- 
ing his mother and four children besides him- 
self pennilesg. They got through the winter 
on 83.50 a week which the mother and older 
sister, a girl of 15, earned—his sister by 
working in a sweatshop for $2 a week and his 

mother by doing washing two days in the 
week for $1.50.

None of them got real sick during the 
winter, he said, except for bad colds, which 
passed away.” He did not really know 
what was the matter with hismother. She 
had been ailing now for about six weeks.

Baby Was a Mere Shadow. 

In the Central Free dispensary a woman 
with a baby in her arms kept herself with 
difficulty from falling asleep. The baby, 
which Wis the patient in this case, seemed 
to have no blood anywhere in its body ex- 
cept. in its eyelids, which were red and in- 
flamed. 

„% Malnutrition of both mother and child, 
poor housing conditions, no air, no sunshine,” 
said the nurse. Abouta dozen other mothers 
with sickly children were scattered through- 


out the room. 


“Ignorance and indifference,”’ contintied 
the nurse, “underlie most of the cases, 
The mothers don't knew how to bring up 
their children. They do not care about keep- 
ing the ehild and their house clean. 

They lack ambition or have lost ambi- 
tion. A woman struggles along for years 
trying to keep things decently. Then, just 
when she thinks she has succeeded, and 
sees in her imagination a cozy home and 
well dressed children, her husband is dis- 
charged from His job. She struggles along 
for a few more yéars this way. Alternately 
her hopes rise and fall'us her hundand finds 
work and is again discharged. Then, little 
by little, the uncertain He, the fear that the 
next day her husband may be again laid 
ok, destroys her ambition. She goes from 
bad to worse. Nothing is so unnerving as 
the thought of being out of work, “of having 
to beg or starve. And this is just what most 
of the mothers who come here think about 
and fear every day.,“

Well. Higgins was in California for the 
winter, but at two anvilsin an unostentatious 
little shop two men were hammering away, 
forging mill pigks like grandfather used to 
make, occasionally dipping the face of the 
hammer in water to remove scale from the 
metal.

They are 
double edged, about eight Inches long, witha 
hammer handle fitting into the center, They 
have a cold chisel edge about an inch and a 
half wide, fhe whole weighing one pound ac- 
cording to these measurements; there's «@ 
larger pick weighing two pounds and the 
prices respectively are 75 cents and $1.50 each.

Stone Harder than Flint. 

This is the instrument with which the mill- 
stone artist forty years ago grooved the flinty 
surface of the stone which Mr. Gorton wishes 
to convert into a sundial. Mr. Pope and the 
mill pick expert are agreed that if Mr. Gorton, 
Prof. Weodworth, and the experts of the 
stonecutters’ unions expect ever to get a 
hole or dial mark or scratch of any per- 
ceptible magnitude into the surface of that 
buhr, they’ve got to go back to the original 
age of stel for the materials and set to with

them—peck, peck, peck—untifl the job is com- 
plete. 

New processes for making flour and meal 
have done much to make the old French buhr 
cutting a lost art in America, This stone, im- 
ported from the champagne district of 
France, is harder than the flint with which 
the North American Indian tipped his ar- 
rows. 

In cutting out these stones the old tap, tap, 
tap processes of drill and pick are necessary. 


No steel made will affect the stone in any 
other motion. When the stones are smoothly 
faced the cutter lays out the grooves which 
accomplish the grinding. These grooves 
are radiated from points off the center of the 
stone, giving demea piteh which is neces- 
eaty in forcing the floured grain from under 
the upper rotating grinder. How much labor 
is necessary upon a finished run ot buhrs 
is indicated in the fact that a pair of them 
fifty-two Inches in diameter may cost $500.

5 


telegraph stations of this fleet, there is a 
man on duty with a pair of telephone re- 

celvers covering his ears. As the Continental 
Morse code is used, messages are transmit- 


ted regardless of nationality and, therefore, 


no difficulty has been experienced in com- 
municating with foreign shore stations and 
ships. 

During the trip from Hampton roads to 
Trinidad a school of instruction in wireless 
telephony was held on board U. 8. 8. Connec- 
ticut, conducted by Mr. Kent, assistant to Dr.

Telephone Has Constant Arc. 

The telegraph uses an oscillating spark, 
while the telephone has a constant arc and 
the oscillations are set up by the sound of 
the voice talking into the mouthpiece. At the 
receiving end of the telephone a lamp, lighted 
by a battery, is used to catch the oscilla- 
tions or sounds made by the voice or chop- 
per,“ which is used by the operator the same 
as a telegraph key. Inside the lamp is a 
scunding plate, made of thin metal, and as 
the lamp burns particles of carbon are dis- 
charged against this sounding board or plate, 
and thus the disturbance or sound in the air 
is transmitted through the headgear phones 
to the operator. The wave can be shortened 
or lengthened by cutting in or out condenser 
plates. 

In receiying variable condensers are used, 
together with a pan cake tuner for the 
purpose ef getting in sympathy with the 
sending operator. As suggested, the wireless 
telephone haa not yet reached the state of 
efficiency which would make it as dependable 
as the telegraph, and so far on the trip com- 
paratiycly little experimenting has been 
done.

board, whom it will be necessary to initiate 
into the royal realm before he can pass 
through, and as such his most gracious maj- 
esty will tomorrow morning board the good 
ship Louisiana and carry out the ceremonies 
as prescribed by the regulations of the royal 
realm. His majesty wishes me to convey his 
compliments to you and state that he is 
pleased to have you with him once more in hig 
royal domain, although it hag been some time 

‘gince he has been able to greet you personal.

tune Rex. Ruler of _ — Domain.” 
Fleet Crosses the Equator. 

Next day, Jan. 6, at 12:01 a. m., in longitude 
88 degrees 20 minutes, the fleet crossed the 
equator, and all the men wio hed never be- 
fore crossed the line prepared to undergo a 
stiff initiation Ceremony in accordance with 
this. message. One man even went so far as 
to make his will, bequeathing to his #hip- 
mates the curios he had collected so far on 
the cruise. 

Four days out from Rio Janeiro commun 
cation was established by wireless with four 
Argentine cruisers, of which the San Martin 
was flagship. Next day they were sighted 
astern of the fleet and steaming about fifteen 
krots. As each ship in the American fleet 
was passed our bands played the Argentine 
national air. 

When abreast the Connecticut a sabute of 
seventeen gune was fired by the San Martin, 
answered by the Connecticut with the same 
rumber of guns, after which the Argentine 
ships headed westward and left the American 
fleet to pursue its course towards the Straits 


of Magellan.

Hidden Away in Alleys. 

To find Rose and hundreds of other girls 
like her at their work on a stifling summer 
afiernoon is not an easy matter. It requires 
ingenuity, It is easy enough to find Oftica- 
go's land of no vacation. Any car which 
takes you into the Ghetto takes you to that 
unpromising land. But you may walk up 
and down, the streets of the Ghetto seven 
days and seven nights; you may be a dozen 
feet from the place and yet not be aware 
To find that land and Rose, and Sade, 
and little Sarah you must use your ingenuity, 
you must use your wit as Jacob did when he 
tried to get the best of his father-in-law. 

Tou start in to hunt for that land in Mar- 
well or Twelfth street. Through the open 
doors you see only clothing houses. But 
these are not clothing stores. They are 
rather warehouses. You wonder where so 
much clothing comes from, where it is made. 
But nowhere do you find a sign of people 
working. You stand motionless for a mo- 
ment, wondering, thinking. Then as you be- 
come used to the noise of the street, to the 
cries of the babies which are here and there 
and everywhere, your ear suddenly detects 
a different sort of noise. It is a dull whir- 
ring and buzzing, coming, as it were, from 
behind a wall. You listen a little longer and 
you detect the roaring of machines. People 
are working back of these walls of clothing. 
Back of the warehouses there are shops.

In the Unpromising Land. 

Once the alley is reached you are in the 
heart of the land of no vacation.” Through 
the stained and dusty windows the motions 
of men, and especially women, feeding cloth 
to the niechinés become visible. 

Small rickety buildings are everywhere 
seen filled with men's garments. In some 
shops the windows are open. In others they 
are closed because the air of the alley is far 
worse than the suffocating atmosphere of the 
shop. At the open door one sees here and 
there an old man with a white patriarchal 
beard and a skull cap on his head finishing or 
examining garments. 

Take a vacation?’ said a girl at one of 
these shops wonderingly. “‘ Why, we are glad 
there is work.

Then the shop looks 
more like a battlefield. Weall work mechan- 
ically. Our heads are away from here then. 

“Do we long for a vacation? Well, I do. 
Afew more do. The others cannot even think 
about it. The nearest approach to a long- 
ing for a vacation they have is the desire to 
get out of the shop, get through with supper, 
and be off for Polk street park, where there 
is a semblance of grass ig sup- 
posed to be good. 

“iow can they stand it? Well, each 
has hopes The parents hope that their chil- 
dren will be their redeemers. They will lead 


them out of the sweatshop slavery. They 


will become business men, doctors, lawyers. 

“As for the girls, they live with the hopes 
of the future. Some of them, like myself, 
lead a sort of a dream life. The turning out 
of vests does not require much brain work. 
I can go on working for hours mechanically, 
without having to exercise my brain in the 
least. 

But the sweatshop workers alone do not 
represent all the inhabitants of Chicago's 
“land of no vacation.” Hundreds of other 
industries in the Ghetto keep men and women 
on their feet fourteen and sixteen hours a 
day, six and seven days inthe week. Hun- 
dreds of small peddlers and standkeepers are 
even deprived of the small pleasure of 
spending the evening on the roof, on the 
porch, or on the sidewalk, resting after a 
day's toll like the sweatshop worker does. 
They tend to their business until 11 o'clock 
at night and mit be up again at 8 the 
next morning.

Are Pianists Imposed Upon? 


Your business girls’ page has long been 
of great interest to me, so I have decided to 
send my mite, trusting it will be of some 
benefit to my sister musicians: 

For years I have held positions as pianist 
in small theaters of the vaudeville and 5 cent 
picture class, and only those who have ex- 
perienced the steady grind of Saturday and 
Sunday continuous performances in these 
houses realize what hard work is required of 
the plano player. 

Most of these places require the planist 
to sing the illustrated songs, and the salary, 
varying from $8 to $15 per week, is certainly 
a small recompense for the aching back and 
tired throat which are the outcome of this 
work. 

The smallest number of shows I have 
played in a 5 cent theater on Saturday and 
Sunday is thirteen, and the greatest thirty- 
two. Many of these houses give continuous 
shows every day in the week, but I never 
have held such a position. My grievance is 
this: Why do women sing the illustrated 
songs and play plano for one salary? It 
keeps a singer out of work, and the plano 
player gets nothing extra for singing. It 
is almost impossible for a first class vaude- 
ville pianist. to secure a position unless she 
can sing. Thus we have heart breaking mu- 
sic and singing in most of these 5 cent the- 
aters, for rarely ig a good pianist a good 
singer also.

Pare and core apples as for canning, plac- 
ing them in a common splint basket. Have 
a tight barrel or box (that can be easily 
covered), in the bottom of which place a pan 
of live coals, Suspend the basket in the bar- 
rel or box, and for each gallon and a half 
of apples drop on the coals one large table- 
spoonful of common sulphur, taking care not 
to inhale the fumes of sulphur. Cover quick- 
ly, making it as near airtight as possible, 
and leave one hour and a half or more. I 
did not fill. the basket full, but spread the 
apples up around the sides as much as pos- 
sible. When taken from the barrel place 
in stone jars (I used a five galion and a three- 
gallon jar), and cover with cloth or paper.

The day when the various lingerie articles 
@id not need to be especially well fitted is

‘several inches when first'made, as most of 
the materials used will shrink some.

Gathers are sometimes laid by holding the 
top edge of the gathered part firmly between 
the thumb and fingers of the left hand, and, 
holding a small part of the material below 
the gathering, lay the gathers by a quick, 
short shaking back and forth of the right 
hand. In this method all danger of injuring 
the material is done away with. 

The garment.to which the ruffle is to be 
attached must also be quartered, and the 
ruffie pinned on at the quarters first, pulling 
each of the four threads up and winding 
around a pin so that there is no looseness. 
The middle of the breadth of the ruffie should 
always be put inthe middie ofthefront. The 
gathers must be evenly distributed and 
basted. 

An easy way to do this part of the work is 
to lay the garment on a cutting board or 
table and lay one quarter out flat and secure 
to the board at each end with thumb tacks. 
Then the gathers can be easily arranged. 
By the way, thumb tacks should be in every 
woman's outfit. They can usually be found 
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French seam on the machine or in two dit. 
ferent ways if done by hand. 

The prettiest way is to leave an eighth 
inch edge of the cambric on each side of the

“But the complete- 
ness Of that which ia present only accentuates the dis- 
appearance of that which is absent.“ The man him- 
self, the consciousness, the ego is not there. It has 
taken its departure from the body and left no trace of 
it, behind. In true, healthy, sound sleep the body is as 
devoid as a bronze statue of either consciousfess ar 
mind. That it ie still a warm, living body does not 
alter the case, because while a living body can be 
awakened and a statue cannot; awakening is the oppo- 
site of sleep and has no beéring on the point. 

All the simple facts of our everyday experience 
only confirm and emphasize the fact that in slumber 
time the conscious part ot ue is gone. Even the need 
for the nightly repose ig itself a marvelous testimony, 
as Dr. Thomson shows, ta the reality of the absence. 
After @ hard day's work farmer and mechanic know 
that their fatigued muscles need rest. Another who 
has been working his brain for hours finds that his 
thoughts are growing dull and sleepy. With another an 
exciting day ends in a sense of weariness in all his 
nerves, these of the eye and of the ear in particular. 
But no, sleep is needed not for overworked bodies. 
Museular work as such does not tire muscles, though 
they have to work uninterruptedly not for hours, but 
for years. The diaphragm is a great muscle, and is 
both constructed and operated just like an arm or leg 
at work.

As soon as the will orders the muscles of the arms

What does this remarkable fact, mean? In the long 
and laborious researches into the nature of fatigue, pur- 
sued by many physiologists, particularly those of the

People often go to bed in a state of sore perplexity or 
indecision about certain matters, and then rise in the 
morning much as if they had taken some friend's ad- 
vice while they were asleep and now see things in an 
entirely new light. Others say they wish to sleep 
over @ question before they will decide it. There 
js nothing like sleep for promoting judiciousness.”

“While at college,“ says Dr. Thomson, “I was told 
by a fellow student that his roommate, named Childs, 
sat up with him late one night working at a dtmcult 
problem in mathematics.

Let Us Look at the Birds in Lincoln Park. 

When you hear or see a bird yeu do not know 
never rest until you have crept carefully near him; 
do not alarm or harm him; admire him, write down 
what you see, and then look him up in the bird béoks. 
If you have not bird books yourself, you will find 
an excellent collection in the Public. library. 

Here comes one, though not a warbler. We cannot 
mistake him, however, as with flash of white and 
gleam of red he pops down upon a branch, and—peck. 
peck goes his saucy scarlet head, for he is the red 
headed woodpecker with white breast and great white 
patches on his wings which are daintily edged with 
black, to Match his shoulders. 

What is that large bird, winging his way from 
the lake? There is something trailing behind him 

His long legs, of course,” comes the verdict, 
“that is @ heron.” 

Let us On to that nook where we saw the merry 
juncos in the spring. Scarcely were we started, how- 
ever, when, cOming up the side of a knoll, there was 
a flash of color—had a bit of the bluest sky dropped 
to the grass? Is it a blue bird? 

No, there is no red breast, but look at the beautiful 
eronze brown wings, in striking contrast to the deep, 
almost indigo blue of the back, breast, and h „ All 
blue, except for bronze wings and tail, glistening in the 
sun. It was the indigo bunting. We saw a “ lady’ 
bunting, too, with olive brown back and light olive 
or buffy whitish underneath. 


The Black Throated Gray. Warbler. 

Soon a more modest bird was seen. Him we recog- 
nized at once as the black throated gray warbler, his 
head, throat, and chest black, with white streaks on 
the sides, pure white on the under part of him, with 
white streaks on his sides and the back gray, black 
streaked. On the wings also are two white bars, a 
streaked fellow, surely; and easily recognized when 
once you. have made his acquaintance. 

The park seemed literally full of thrushes. Al- 
ways between the rarer birds we saw Mr. Thush, usu- 
ally olive backed, though onte we saw the willow 
thrush, the wedge shaped spots on his breast less dis- 
tinct and of softer fawn color on the pale buffy chest, 
shading to,white on th breast. 

Now comes a fiy catcher, the real crested one, with 
olive back, gray breast shading to olive yellow below: 
and, over all, in the sunlight and the blue, soared 
the swallows in graceful curves, swinging and circling 
almost wherever one looked. 

Then came a fine view of the exquisitely speckled, 
dainty wren. He was ser 1 8 Carolina wren. 


Ww as This One 8 V ireo ? 

In a low bush was a graceful bird, all in soft. 
brownish gray, with a wee triangular spot upon his 
wing and a delicately “penciled” curve of white 
above and beiow his bright, dark eye. Was he a gray 
vireo? Could he have been Hutton's vireo? 

A little further, and we came to a gay fellow in 
black and white, more raggedly streaked than the 
black throated gray warbler, his wings decidedly 
striped, a patch on the side of his head, belly gray, 
a black patch ‘on the top of his head, and every other 
distinguishing feature a black and white warbler 
should have, for so he was. 

Then cathe more thrushes and then the royal scar- 
let tanagers, two of the brilliant males with scarlet 
bodies, black wings and tail. Mme. Tanager, in robe 
of olive and yellow, easily mistaken for a fly catcher, 
but a little smaller than the one she most resembles, 
joined them. 


Puzzled vy Mrs Redstart. 

Here, too, in a cluster of low bushes, we tried to 
@et a better look at a restless bird flitting hither and 
thither, seemingly mostly brownish, except for two 
large buffy squares on the back of the dark edged 
tail. It was Mrs. Redstart. She puzzled us at first, 
but we learned her identity later in the museum. 

Near blackbird island we lingered and watcfied 
the blackbirds come down to the beach to drink and 
hunt and walk and wade. 

After restin= we sought the museum, late in the 
afternoon, to cOmpare our notes with some -of the 
Stuffed specimens, for at that time we had not found 
what the beautiful black and yellow fellow might be. 
We saw the indigo bunting and some of fhe Others 
among the stuffed specimens, but “all out” was soon 
sounded and we again turned homeward, scarcely 
looking for birds hpi: so thronged was the park with 
people. 

Not looking, oak there was no eed to ook for 
the evening frolic of the gayly attired beauty who 
now flashed himself before us. 

Was ever such a ‘ively bird so well satisfied with 
his new spring coat? 

Yet he was not vain, but only bent “upon having 
the best time possible in that delightful tree, among 
those delicious insects; and, incidentally, making those 
folks down on the ground as happy as could be while

The president has called for an invoice 
of the natural resources of the United 
States. He wants the information before 
the first of January for use in connection 
with possible congressional action regard- 
ing the conservation of these resources. 
Such an invoice is fundamental. If it is 
properly taken and the statistics are 
grouped as they should be the report will 
be one of the most important and valu- 
able documents ever published by the 
government. 

The phrase “natural resources” has 
been a pleasing thing to conjure with. 
But there has never been any adequate 
attempt to define the words in express 
terms. Books have been written upon 
different features of natural wealth. Some 
of these give a pretty good idea of the 
extent of these resources. There have 
been estimates of the amount of coal or 
iron or gold or silver. There have been 
descriptions of the vast areas covered 
with forest. 

What is now proposed is a 1 and 
concise. invoice taken for business . pur- 


‘poses and with a definite end in view. 
Our natural resources have been sufficient- 


ly exploited for rhetorical effect. There 
are few people, possibly no one at all, 
with any real knowledge about the ex- 
tent and character of such national 
wealth. 

An accurate statement will be valuable 
as a cheek upon lavish outlays in the 
future, such as have marked the river 
and harbor bills for many years. If there 
had been certain knowledge of scientific 
value available. for congressional infor- 
mation many thousands of dollars wasted 
in useless “improvements” might have 
been spared. The importance of knowing 
just what there is to conserve is evident.” 


The invoice should precede the adoption 


ot any comprehensive plan for large out- 
lays. Its accuracy should be unques- 
tioned. .

COPYING AMERICAN HOTELS. 

A prominent hotel man from Berlin is 
visiting American cities with the idea of 
seeing the latest features of hotel arrange- 
ment and administration. He reports a 
new phase of the Americanization of the 
continent. The army of travelers from 
this country has forced changes and 
marked improvements in the European 
bostelries. 

One of these is the greater amount of 
space devoted to lobbies and public loung- 
ing places in the newer hotels. The old 
notion that no one should go to a hotel 
unless he was a patron is disappearing. 
Now there are chairs for those who wish 
to sit down. The American custom of 
meeting friends and acquaintances outside 
the private room is gaining favor. 

Another thing copied from the Amer- 


‘ican hotel is the larger room taken up by 


restaurantes, cafés, and dining rooms. The 
habit of dining in public seems to be 
growing abroad. In like manner wed- 
dings, receptions, and large dinners are 
being held in the hotels. People who 
come in from their country homes are get - 
ting used to stopping at the hotels for 
short periods instead of going to the trou- 
ble, as formerly, of opening up their town 
houses. 

These social aspects of-the case are enp- 
plemented by the advances in mechanical 
directions. The American hotels are far 
ahead in the matter of conveniences for 
guests, the small items which add so much 
to one’s comfort when they are at hand 
and whose absence has #0 marked an 


effect upon one’s happiness. But many. 


European hotele are now fitted with Amer- 
ean furniture, with American telephones, 
and with other devices for luxurious com- 
fort. 

In cuisine, however, the European hotel 
man claims preéminence. The proof of 
this he finds in the French and German 
chefs.so abundant in America. But with 
this one exception he frankly admits that 
there is much to learn in this country in 
connection with up to date hotel equip- 
ment, arrangement, and administration.

younger brother, whose name also is Wins- 
ton, but who is seldom heard of in the news- 
papers and moves about just as unobtrusive- 
ly in society as his elder brother coruscates. 
Winston the statesman rejoices in the Chris- 
tian name of Winston Leonard, while his 
brother h John Strange Winston Churchill, 
and is popularly known as Jack.” He lives 
with hie. mother, Mrs. George Cornwallls 
West, is on the most intimate and friendly 
terms with the latter’s husband, who ts only 
@ year or so older than himself, amd is asso- 
ciated with his stepfather in a stock broker- 
age business in London. Neither of them 
takes much interest in politics, being absorbed 
in their business and devoting what leisure 
they cap to boating and horte racing. They 
absolute'y decline to take seriously Winston's 
pretensions to statesmanship and regard his 
presence in the cabinet as a gigantic joke, 
ministerial office in their eyes merely quali- 
fying him as a butt for all sorts of fun and 
pranks, which it must be confessed he takes 
goodnaturedly. 

Jack, like Winston, went throtigh the Boer 


‘war, bearing himself gallantly.. But whereas 


Winston remained in the Mmelight through- 
out the struggie, Jack. who is now 28, was 
but little heard of. and it was only through 
a photograph published In one of the illus- 
trated papers representing the then Lady 
Randolph Churchill in nurse’s drees on the 
deck of the American hospital ship when it 
was homeward bound, with Winston on 
board, that attention was called to the fact 


‘that the wounded young officer whom she 


was supporting wes her own. youngest son, 
Jack. 


The name of Winston borne by both of the. 


Churchill brothers is an old and honored one 
in the house of the dukes of Marlborough. 
It was also borne by the seventh duke—that 
is to say, their grandfather—and came into 
the family by the marriage of the grand- 
father of the great duke of Marlborough to 
Sarah Winston, daughter and heiress of Sir 
Henry Winston, a landed magmate of 
Gioucestershire. Their son wae Sir Winston 
Churchill, and was Sir Winston's son who 
was the first duke of Marlborough. The 
name of Winston has thus been preserved in 
the family throughout three centuries. 
oe 


Mrs. George Cornwallis West is by no means 
badly off. and the fact, therefore, that busi- 
ness on the stock exchange has been dull of 
late and that Lady Gunny Bertie has no 
money of her own and belongs to an impover- 
ished family is not of vital importance. Mrs. 
George Cornwallis West derives a handsome 
income from the rental of the building now 
occupied by the Manhattan club of New York.

whom he had never met, in recognition of 
hts commanding political genius.” his for- 
tune of 8500 000 left by Lord Randolph passes 
on her death, but not until than, to her two 
sons, in such portions as she may determine— 
that is to say, if her eldest son displeases 
her she is at perfect liberty to bequeath two- 
thirds, or even three-quarters, of the property 
to her younger boy. 

As for Lady Gwendoline, she is now 23 
years of age, and is one of the eight chil- 
dren of the seventh earl of Abingdon. A- 
though Lord Abingdon gives Sir Henry Nor- 
ris, Queen Elizabeth’s ambassador to the 
court of France, as the founder of his fami- 


ly, yet he is only a Norrie par la fem- 


mes. His patronymic is Bertie, like that 
of Lord Lindsey, to whose earldom. he is 
heir presumptive, and he comes to the name 
of Norris through the marriage of Bridget 
Wray. granddaughter of the second and 
last Lord Norris of Rycote, to Montague 
Bertie, second earl of W as his second 
wife. 

Their boy, who bore the name of James 
Bertie, and who succeeded to the Norris 
property of his mother, was created Lord 
Norreys and earl of Abingdon. He played 
an important role in bringing over William 
of Orange to take the place of King James 
II. on the throne of England, contributing, 
indeed, $150,000 to the venture, and it was 
this that won for him his earldom. 


— 
Lord Abingdon has sold, with the consent 
of his son, Lord Norreys, recently gazetted as 
a bankrupt, much of the old Norris prop- 
erty, including Rycote and Cummer hall. 


The disposal of the latter to Mr. Scott Hall 
led to some extraordinary and unusual pro- 


ceedings. In fact, it is the only instance on 
record of the purchaser of an ancient man- 
sion going to law against the vendor and 
asking to break his contract because the 
ghost of the palace did not materialize. 

The ghost which was the cause of the 
suit was Amy Robsart, the ill fated consort 
of Queen Elizabeth's favorite, the earl of 
Leicester. It will de remembered by all 
the readers of Sir Walter Scott's popular 
novel, “ Kenilworth,” that Amy Robsart 
was murdered by some of her husband's fol- 
lowers, in orger to render him free to wed 
the virgin queen. The crime took place at 
Cumnor hall, situated about four miles from 
Oxford, and was perpetrated by Sir Rich- 
ard Varney and a squire of the name of 
Forster, who first stified her in her bed and 
then flung her downstairs, breaking her 
neck. She lies buried in St. Mary's church 
at Oxford. Cunmor hall passed into the 
possession of the Lord Norris of the Eliza- 
bethan era, and remained in the family until 
Its sale by the present Lord Abingdon, who 
disposed of it to a well known London firm 
of real estate agents. 

The purchaser, Mr. Scott Hall, subsequent- 
ly declared in court that he had been prompt- 
ed to become the owner of the place by the 
representations on the part of the agents 
that it was haunted by the ghost of Amy 
Robsart, and that, while she “ walked the 
entire mansion at times, there was one room 
particularly affected by her nocturnal) vis- 
its. Amy Robsart did not show up, and at 
the end of two or three years Mr. Scott Hall, 
feeling that he had deen done,“ instituted 
legal 23223 against Lord Abingdon. 
demanding the annulment of the sale on the 
ground that the spook has not materialized, 
and that he had therefore been defrauded. 

Lord Abingdon indignantly repudiated any 
intention of enhancing the value of his prop- 
erty by ascribing to it any such spectral 
attraction, and the court declining to com- 
mit itself to a judgment to the effect that 
these supernatural visitations were obliga- 
tory, and that they were required to be 
visible to the eye of Mr. Scott Hall and his 
household, decided the case against him. I

Jack e ta is far from being the 
only scion of a ducal house on the London 
Stock exchange, another being Lord Charles 
Montagu, a younger brother of the late 
duke of Manchester, and a son, therefore, of 
the now widowed duchess of Devonshire. 
He is stated to have benefited to a consider- 
able extent under the will of his stepfa- 
ther, the late duke of Devonshire, who was 
extremely fond of him. 

Lord Charles, who was one of the few in- 
timate friends and cronies of the late duke 
of Clarence, and has always been in conse- 
quence thereof persona gratissima at court. 
is the head of the stock broking firm of Mon- 
tagu, Oppenheim & Co., and another mem- 
ber of the firm is his nephew, Viscount 
Acheson, well known in this country, which 
he frequently visits, and heir to the earldom 
of Gosford. The duke of Argyle brother, 
the late Lord Walter Campbell, was also a 
member of a stock broking firm; was the 
first, indeed, of his rank to be connected as 
a broker with the stock exchange. 

Lord Borthwick, the seventeenth of his 
line, and holder of a Scotch peerage cre- 
ated in 1462, is head of the firm of Borth- 
wick, Wark & Co.; while another peer, who 
is a stock broker, is the fifth Lord Sandys.

E spend a good deal of time de- 
nouncing bad habits and warning 
the youth’ against them while, 
somehow, we have lost sight of the 


~ "| fact that there is just as much 


help in a good habit as there is hindrance 
and harm in a bad one. Habits may be 
aliies just as truly as we find them to be 
enemies, 

There are those who are habitually vicious; 
why should there not be those who are 
habitually virtuous? It is as easy to learn 
to do right and to have the doing of right 
become second nature as it is to leern to do 
wrong. It is just as easy both morally and 
physically to acquire the habit of walking 
upright as to acquire that of walking with a 
slouch. 

Once we were taught that we were all 
naturally altogether depraved, that man 
was born/in this world with a bent to evil, 
that the clean life and the upward tending 
life’ really were abnormal. 
invented that doctrine must have had a ter- 
rible lot of iniquity which he was trying to 
account for with a theory. 

Every man’s chance ot holiness is at least 
as good as his chance of health. Make up 
your mind that you were born to be sick- 
ly, the victim of predatory disease, and you 
never will be disappointed; y.ou will have all 
the aches and pains that the most ambi- 
tious drug store almanac could covet to 
catalog. 

Make up your mind that Providence has 
cast you into the universe doomed to de- 
pravity, branded as a fallen being, a lost, 
undone, miserable sinner, and you have at 
least handicapped yourself by the adoption 
of such a view in my attempts to defeat 
Providence and to be better than you were 
destined to be. 

Health of any kind is a matter of habit. 
But we never will acquire right habits un- 


less we believe in their possibility, unless 


we have faith in man as a being to whom 
goodness is no less attainable than bage- 
ness. You never will be any better than 
you belleve you may be. 

There are two ways of doing things, the 
intermittent and the habitual, the difficult 
and the easy. If you were to speak only 
once a Pear the act would involve as much 
difficulty as some people have, for exam- 
ple, in thinking. The rarity of the exer- 
cise determines its difficulty. 

If the life of goodness and ‘truth means 
to you the doing, with special, separate ef- 
fort, of a leng series of separate acts, then 
it certainly is a path of great toil that 
opens before you. May it not rather mean 
the steady doing of the right in all things 
until the determination and the doing of 
the right seem to require no special consider- 
ation and volition in each case? 

Habits are life tracks; they lead either up 
or down. Habit is character in action work- 
ing without conscious refiection. The laws 
of habit apply to the good as well as to the 
evil, to the higher’life as well as to the lower. 
If it is possible habitually to breathe cor- 
rectly, eat sensibly, and speak correctly, why 
should it not also be possible habitually 
to choose the right and do the best? 

If we had to stop and measure every 
breath, count every vowel, reason over 
every step, one day’s living would be enough 
to blight the life. So in the higher sphere 
of morals, living is a weary business if you 


‘still have to individualize and argue out 


all your actions. 

Datly living, ie the gymnasium of the soul 
where moral muscles are trained to habits 
of implicit, apparently mechanical obedience 
to the impulse of high ideals, right motives, 
and noble standards. Here power is ac- 
quired to meet all temptations, to overcome 
difficulties, to be master of life itself. 

He has a good education who has acquired 
the best habits of doing and of thinking. 
He is learning life’s. great lessons, finding 
the fullness of.an education, to whom each 
day comes with its opportunities of training 
the soul, through tasks and troubles, to the 
habits of the higher life, to self-mastery, and 
to efficiency in service for our fellows.

huge massmeeting at Canton, attended by no 
less than 10,000 women, drawn from all 
grades of society and assembled to protest 
against the action ot Japan in connection 
with the seizure of the Tatsu Maru steam- 
ship, and with the object of strengthening 
the hands of the Chinese authorities and em- 
peror in resisting the demands of the mikado. 
The meeting lasted four hours, and no men 
was permitted in the huge hall where it took 
place. All the women-were dressed in white 
as a sign of mourning, and from the platform 
and the sides of the hall were suspended ban- 
ners recounting how China had suffered 
shame” ät the hands of Japanese. The 
meeting was held under the auspices of the 
newly formed National Disgrace association, 
of which Mise Pun Kut. Fan is the founder 
She presided at the con- 
gress and made the first of a number of ex- 


cellent speeches, during the course of which, 


she claimed our national danger is immi- 
nent, and as women we should do our duty to- 
wards our country. The destruction of the 
empire affects us equally with the men. It 
therefore rests with us to contribute our por- 
tion of.patriotism and loyalty to our country 
and emperor. I say women have never 
lacked such patriotism, and I call upon you 
one and all to show that China can rely upon 
such n whenever there is a call for 
it. *

A number of other women spoke, with equal 
force and eloquence, and then the following 
resolution was carried unanimously: * That 
it is considered by this meeting that in the 
matter of the Tatsu Maru, Japan has treated 
China with so much contempt, and has in- 
flicted such a big national disgrace in denying 
China the right to a joint investigation, that 
we desire to record our sense of the national 
shame. Further, that in commemoration of 
the disgraceful event we will hereafter have 
our rings engraved with the characters na- 
tional shame’ in order to keep the event 
green in our memory.” 

The meeting, it is said, has proved a great 
incentive to the boycott movement, not mere- 
ly because cf its unique character, as bring- 
ing the women for the first time into promi- 
nence, but because all these women are now 
making their antipathy to Japan effective by 
declining Japanese foodstuffs, which are 
largely imported from the realms of the 
mikado. Moreover, seriously as Japan is suf- 
fering at present in its trade from the enmity 
which it has stirred up in China, it Is esti- 
mated that she will feel the effects of the 
movement still more later on, since the 
Chinese women are teaching their children 
that the time will come when the grave score 
against Dai Nippon must Be wiped out in 
vengeance.

Now while this action on the part of the 
women of China is undoubtedly calculated to 
startle those who have always been taught to 
regard the fair sex of the orient as a negli- 
gible quantity, it will surprise none ha have 
acquired through a prolonged residence in the 
far east some insight into the conditions of 
It is perfectly true that socially 
the woman occupies an inferior position. As 
a general rule her education hae been restrict- 
ed to the acquisition of accomplishments cal- 
culated to increase her attractionsin the eyes 
of the men, such as music, singing, dancing. 
the composition of poetry, etc. It has been 
asserted that in China in particular the wom- 
en were held in such contempt that the birth 
of female babies was regarded as a cause for 
lamentation, and that they were frequently 
cast out to be devpured by the pigs, while 
marriage has been portrayed there and else- 
where, notably in India, as downright slavery 
for the wife. 

Yet with all that; women in the past, as in 
the present, have always exercised a consider- 
able influence in the orient; an influence a!! 
the more remarkable when the handicap aris- 
ing from her defects of education and the in- 
feriority of her social status is taken into 
consideration. She exercises it in spite of 
these drawbacks, and with so much clever- 
ness, diplomacy, 12 tact, that in nine cases 
out of ten the men subject to her sway fail to 
realize that though nominally her masters 
they have become mere passive and obedient 
instruments in her hands.

In order to understand this it must be borne 
in mind that although the young girls are 
often treated as of scant importance and the 
wives as mere serfs, yet. the mother al- 
ways occupies an important, not to say com- 
manding, position in every oriental house- 
hold. In Moslem countries it is not the fa- 
vorite wife but the husband’s mother who 
rules the entire harem and exercies supreme 
authority, to which even her son defers. 
In China the mother benefits by that filial 
piety and profound veneration for forbéars 
which is the keynote of the Chinese char- 
acter. Maternal influence and authority, in- 
deed. play a weighty role throughout the 
orient, a fact too often ignored or forgotten 
in reviewing the status of the fair sex in 
Asia and the levant. 

Then, too, the seclusion of the women con- 
tributes to their influence. Their husbands 
are unlikely to be swayed by other men’s 
wives, as/in the occident. He has no fem- 
inine influences to turn him from those of his 
own zenana, and, spending much of his time, 
in fact, all of his leisure, in his seraglio, with 
nobody and nothing to divert his attentiong 
from his own womankind, whose interests 
are identified with his own, he naturally 
yields, perhaps insensibly, to their sway 
In using the words zenana and barem 
it must not be inferred that I am referring 
only to Moslem households. The segrega- 
tion of the women of the family is common 
throughout the orient, and the emperors of 
China and Japan and the king of Slam, al- 
though professing each of them wholly dit- 
ferent creeds, maintain huge harems, just 
in the same way as the sultan of Turkey and 
the shah of Persia.

Few western governments have had a 
greater opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with the power wielded by the oriental 
woman than Great Britain. Thus, the way- 
ering attitude of Knedive Tewflk tmmedi- 
ately prior to and even during the Arabi 
rebellion of 1882 was mainly attributable 
to the influences of his womankind, notably 
of his wife, the now dowager khediviah, and 
of her terrible old mother, a Turkish princess. 
That their sympathies were not in favor 
of the English was due to the fact that Sami 
Pashia, the most able and the most wicked 
of Arabi’s associates and, in fact, the mov- 
ing spirit of the insurrection, was closely 
related to the khediviah and to her; mother, 
through his wife, and that, moreover, their 
proclivities were wholly Turkish, and that 
they derived much of their inspiration from 
the Yildiz Kiosque at Constantinople, espe- 
claily from the seraglio portion thereof.
